would like to start this speech by relating to you a story I read recently. It is the story of Narcissus, 
| and what I am about to relate is actually a retelling of it in a prologue to a book called The Alche- 
mist, by Paulo Coelho. The legend goes that Narcissus was so beautiful, and obsessed with his own 
reflection in the surface of a lake, that he stayed there day and night, eventually falling in, and drowning. 
On this spot on the bank a flower grew that came to be named after him. But here Mr. Coelho deviates 
from the original legend; he goes just a little bit further. A goddess of the wood comes upon the lake to 
find that it is weeping; it is full of tears, and salty. She asks why it weeps, and the lake replies, “I weep for 
Narcissus.” 
“Oh,” she says, “is it because of his beauty that you mourn?” The lake goes, “was he beautiful? I did not 
notice. All I know is that when he looked at me, I could see, in the depths of his eyes, my own beauty 
reilocted a 
The boy saw his own beauty reflected in the lake, and the lake saw its beauty reflected in the boy. I think 
there is a similar relationship between students and their schools. Perhaps we graduating students see the 
best of ourselves in Saint Michael’s, and our experiences here; and the school sees its greatness in us. 
Today we look at this school and we see ourselves — we see four years of academic achievement, of learn- 
ing. We remember the first time a professor set fire to our imagination, where we found passion in educa- 
tion. We also remember that first class we fell asleep in. We see four years of athleticism, of heartbreaking 
wins and losses, of teams, coaches, and camaraderie. We remember the aches in our bones, the soreness of 
our muscles, smiles, songs, and scars. 
We see four years of service, whether here or abroad; clothing, building, teaching, and being with others. 
We remember the people we have helped, and what that helping has done for our own souls. We see four 
years of Campus Ministry; an example of discipline and collective worship with persons who share the 
same mystery. Whether through this or our own questioning, we have gotten closer to the light. We see 
times of all night conversation, music, good food and drink, laughter and dance. And perhaps we don’t 


remember as many of these nights as we should. 
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We look at this school, and we see friendships, and lovers. We have fallen in and out of love here. We 
have come to know the cycle of the seasons. There has been the sun drenched tip of summer, the deep 
cold sleep of winter, rainy days, and trees in bloom. We hear the song of birds greeting a dawn splashed 
with purple and gold. We look at Saint Michael's College, and what we behold is our own growth, ex- 
citement, beauty, and youth 

And likewise, Saint Michael's College looks back at us the same way. This school looks at this graduating 
class and sees yet another link in its great history. It sees in us the reflection of its mission; “to contribute 
through higher education to the enhancement of the human person and to the advancement of human 
culture in the light of the Catholic faith.” It sees professors and administrators with a personal calling 

to illuminate minds, to stimulate thought and growth in this special place. The red brick buildings here 
creep with ivy and echo with our voices. And have echoed with countless voices like ours before. The 
echoes reverberate and mingle, sighing with the wind that 1s the voice of the future calling; Saint Mi- 
chael's hears in us the voice of change. 

The school sees itself in us, and we see ourselves in this school. We affect time and place, and time and 
place effects us. We are both completely original, utterly ourselves — and we are also part of great history 
and tradition. With this in mind I think it is easier to march proudly into the world beyond these build- 
ings; head high, with courage, and great dignity. However, with this hope and excitement in my heart 
today looking at you, I cannot pretend that I am not also grieving. There is one of us missing. 

But I will not name my grief “Auggie.” That would be a disservice to him, he would not want that. In- 
stead “Augeie” will be the name for the great love that I have seen in this community since his passing. It 
will be how I remember just how much everyone in this class loves each other, and needs each other. This 
story 1s written on all of our faces. Faces that will one day soon smile again when they think of him. 

The boy Narcissus saw his beauty reflected in the lake, and the lake saw its beauty reflected in the eyes of 
the boy. 

We see our growth and self-knowledge reflected in Saint Michael’s, and, likewise, it sees its greatness and 
tradition reflected in us.
